This declaration being maile, tho bells 
wore tolled, and amid the firing of the 
gun3 from the fortress, mo^t of the people 
thore assemblod, possessed of the greatest 
enthusiasm, went through tho streets pro- 
claiming tho authenticity of tho discovery.

HOWE SOUND AND LILLOOET 
TKAIL. 

If a ledge of gold-bearing qnatz that as- 
sayed $1000 to the ton hud beon discover- 
ed at Cariboo and the news telegraphed 
to Victoria our local contemporary could 
not have boen thrown into a more gleeful 
state of mind than that in which it 
yesterday announced that tlio new 
cattle trail from Lillooet to Howe 
Sound is practicably impassablo. Sup- 
pose the unnonnoomont to be truo, we 
cam see no reason why oveu an Opposition 
press should rejoice. Wlioa it is consid- 
ered that it is the country that would bo tho 
real sufferor from the failure of tho trail 
to be of any practicable value, one would 
think that there would bo cause for 
mourning instoad of hurrahing. It is a 
comfort to know that Mr. Houy has got 
through with his band of cattlo from Lil- 
looet and that not a hoof Was lost on the 
way. Could as muoh bo said for tho 
Westminster-Yale road (which runs 
through a partially-settlod country) when 
the Walkom Government retired from of- 
fice? Woro not all but three of tho bridges 
swept away the first winter 1 und did not 
one of the throe bridges that remained 
standing in tho spring give way bouoath 
tho weight of a band of shoop and cause 
the death of nearly the ontiro drove? Yea, 
verily. Those facts show the diffioulty 
that attends the making of bridges aud 
trails and keeping them in repair in a now 
country. Tho Howo Sound trail may J/m 
no exception to tho rulo; although w>5ra 
inclined to believe that, tho wish/being 
father to tho thought with ouiybontom- 
porarv, tho circumstances will/bo found 
to be greatly exaggerated. Tlloro are one 
or two points in connection -yfith this trail 
to which we would like to Jiroct tho at- 
tention of our roaders. TMo DeCosmos- 
Walkom Government / spent $23,- 
874 and three yoai^' time truing 
to make a trail /Oetween Lillooot 
and Howo Sound/ At tho close 
of the third season {fide tho road-boHS, 
report), ihey found/ thomsolvoB iu tho 
middle of a swamp, from which the pack- 
animals were renouoil with difficulty and 
the men had to floe For their lives, caching 
their provisions an4 tools, and abandon- 
ing the work. Tha Elliott Govornmont 
•were occupied barony six months in tho 
construction of tho pail that their prede- 
cessors abandoned ib a hurry, and have 
made it passablo formattle in the depth of 
the rainy season. Tile best proof of its 
passibility is found in tho fact that a large 
band of cattle has reached Kurrard Inlet. 
Whoever thinks of driving cattle over tho 
■wagon-road in the w\nter time ? Next 
year a very small appropriation only will 
fee necessary to roplaco aijy bridges that 
may be carried away during the present 
■winter. Meanwhilo, wo congratulate the 
Government and tho people of Lillooet 
on the completion of tho now trail and 
the safe arrival ovor it of the vanguard 
of the flocks of the interior at Burrard 
Inlet.

He provoked 
a protest from Gamhotta by insinuating 
that ho caused the insertion /of this 
calumny in German and othep foreign 
papers. Duke Do Broglio warmed those 
who in yesterday's debate appearod to 
appeal to insurrection that 'it' would bo 
suppressed, aud that even if Successful its 
success might bo transient. Ho was 
1 oudly applauded by the fight, 

Gambetta characterized Duke De 
Broglio's speech as- able but perfidious. 
It performed tho Jjest argument for en- 
quiry, as it shpwcd stubbomess aud re- 
(•istanco to tho will of tho country. His 
insinuation' that the loft gained thoir 
majority by a misroprossutatiou wan a lie, 
The government was guilty of malvorsa 
tion. It had gained -10 seats by fraud and 
robbery. It would bo asorious tnattor to 
place the senato above universal suffrage. 
If tho senate arrogated the right of de- 
creeing a secret dissolution it would bo a 
veritable reactionary convention. 

After much violent personality' tho vote 
was taken. Grovy's motion was adopted, 
320 to 203. The chamber decided to appoint 
members of the committee of enquiry to- 
morrow. Numerous alarming reports aro 
current iu Paris, but generally gain little 
credence. 

A well informed correspondent writes 
from Paris: In my opinion civil war is 
only a question of weeks, perhaps days. 
President MaoMahon is entirely in tho 
hands of the Bonapartists and Clericals, 
those knowing the marshal's resignation 
would destroy thoir last hope of govern- 
ing France. But for fear of Germany and 
Italy the government would long ago 
have resorted to foroo. At this hour, 2 
p. m., tho Bourse is very firm, fivo per 
cout. rentes quotod 106, francs 25 con- 
times for account. This is taken to in- 
dicate some important political event. 

CANADA. 
CmcAoo, Nov. 10. — Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, advices state that tho schoon- 
er Roto of Oarbonear is missing. She 
had fifty persons on board— men, women 
and children. About forty days have 
passed since she left Labrador coast, 

Montreal, Nov. 11 — Considerable 
anxiety is felt for the safety of tho stoamor 
Thames, now 22 days out from Liverpool. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Tho Collateral Loans and Savings Bank, 
oorner Kearny and Post stroots, has beon 
placed in the hands of a receiver. Tho 
manager of the bank, John Tyler, who 
seams to havo been tho head and front of 
tho concern, has boen speculating in 
stocks, and managed to flooco sundry 
brokers in various amounts, aggregating 
about $65,000. Ho has also appropriated 
dosposits of the bank, amounting to some 
$2-1,000, only six or seven hundred dollars 
in coin being found in tho safo. Tyler 
was arrested to-day and lockod up. Hois 
u young muu, about 27 years old; und has 
hitherto borne a good reputation in this 
mmunity. Other oflicors of the bank 
appear to know but littlo of its affairs, 
Tyler having had full control. Depositor.') 
number about 100. 

Tho bank appears to havo done a quoer 
business. It was the custom to loan 
money on valuables, such as watclios, 
jewelry, etc. Those in turn would bo 
pledgod to some pawnbroker, and as an 
hour's notico was required when thooivner 
came to redeem his property tlio articles 
would in tho meantime be taken back from 
tho pawnbroker's and returned to tho 
owner. It is said that ono pawnbroker in 
the city has ovor 520,000 worth of pro- 
perty of that nature pledged by tho bank. 

Kearney & Co. called a mooting of thoir 
followers at Scollav's hall to-night. 
Kearney was disposed to bo very defiant 
and Haiti he would not take back a word 
his had said, and accused a representative 
of tho pross of having misrepresented him 
and testified falsely against him in tho trial 
yesterday.

Barkerville, Nov. 11.-— Tbo result of 
the first crushing bus at last been placed 
before tho public in tho sliupo of a gold 
bar, the face value of which is three hun- 
dred and forty-ono dollars eighty-three 
oonts. Owing to the luck of retorting ap- 
pliances it was found impossible to retort 
all the quicksilver used in tho crushing; 
but a teat of it was raado by the Superin- 
tendent and it proved to contain 0110 
hundred and twenty- five dollars.

Yale Tistrlct Supports Provincial Devel 
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AT OKANAGAN. 

This District ban just been visited by 
their representative, tho Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands & Works, with Mrs. Ver- 
non, and perhaps a few remarks may not 
be unacceptable to you as an indication of 
popular feeling in this rapidly-increasing 
portion of the Provinco. 

Upon arrival Mr. Vernon was warmly 
greoted by his numorous friends, who at 
once sent him a most cordial invitation to 
be their guest at a publio dinnor. A first- 
rate repast was provided by Mr. Greon- 
how at the head of Okanagan Lake on 
the 2nd inst., and though many of tho 
settlors had to ride considerable distances 
and others were unablo to be present, bo- 
ing engaged in threshing their grain, etc., 
somo thirty Of the most prominent inhabi- 
tants in the vieinity assombUd to do ho- 
nor to thoir friend and guest. Mr.Lumby 
of Spillmacheon occupied the ohair, and 
Mr. A. L. Fortune of tho samo place ofll- 
oiatod as vice-chairman. 

Tho chairman in proposing tho toast of 
the evening made a very happy and hu- 
morous speech roforring to tho various 
public questions of intorest and trusted 
that the mooting might be the precursor 
of many other similar gatherings; con- 
cluding by calling for three cheers for 
thoir guest, which woro given in a most 
enthusiastic manner with several "tigers" 
thrown in. 

Thehon. Mr. Vernon, aftor warmly 
thanking tho company for tho honor they 
had oouforrod upon him in inviting him 
to meet them and bo tho rccipioni, of such 
a compliment, took tho opportunity of re- 
ferring to tho past and prosont policy of 
tho Elliott Government. In the course of 
his remarks ho alluded to the state of tho 
Provinco when tho present Government 
assumed office, tho financial embarrass- 
ments and the succoss of the now loan. 
Tho Railway, Indian aud Quartz policies 
wero explained; as also many other mat- 
ters of a more departmental naturo, and 
after ocoupying the attention of his hear- 
ers for about au hour, ho concluded by 
again expressing the deep sense ho onter- 
tained of tho honor conferred upon him in 
being their guest on tho occasion of the 
first gathoring over held in tho Okanagan 
district. 

The vice-chairman thon romarked upon 
a few of tho most interesting public mat- 
ters, attributing great praise to the Gov- 
ernment for thoir offorts to develop pro- 
vincial resources and the succoss which 
up to the present time appeared to havo 
attonded thoir polioy in tho direction of 
tho quartz mines; haconcludod by reciting 
a vory complimentary piece of poetry in 
praise of their guest aud tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Girod and soveral other gentlemon 
also spoke at somo length, discussing free- 
ly tho Railway and othor matters of a 
publio nature. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Vernon then proposed 
the health of the Chairman.in appropriate 
language, roforring to tho benefits the 
farmers had derived from tho alteration 
in the system of taxation inaugurated by 
tho Elliott Government, briefly alluding 
to the warm support tho introduction of 
the property tax had rocoivod from Mr. 
Mara, M.P.P., though antagonistic to his 
personal interests. 

A. vote of oonfidonco in their guest as 
thoir representative in tho Provincial 
Legislature was then proposed and se- 
conded aud carried unanimously. 

The chairman thou proposed tho health 
of tho vice-chwirman, aud thus one of tho 
pleasanteat and moat harmonious meetings 
that it has been my good fortune to at- 
tend, terminated. 

Tho Chief Commissioner also visited 
tho Mission Valley, somo forty miles from 
bore, aud was warmly welcomed by his 
old frisnds. In company with Mis. Ver- 
non ha visited the school whore some 
twenty scholars attend with creditable re- 
gularity. Although many of them had at- 
tained tho ago of 10 years aud upwards 
before tho school was inaugurated some 
two years ago, and wore without the know- 
ledge of even the rudiments of educution, 
their progress under tho ablo management 
of thoir teacher, Mr. Mackenzie, has beon 
vory creditablo, and this gontleman can- 
not be too highly praised for his assiduity 
and tho success which has attended his 
efforts. 

Tho Okanagan section bids fair to bo 
ono of the most important in ,iho Yale 
district. A now steam-thresher and saw- 
mill havo just been imported by Mr. 
Vanco, and in the Spillmacheon Valley 
alone about ono million pounds of grain 
waB threshed this fall. A largo quantity 
of grain is raised around the bead of the 
Okanagan Lako and tho Mission Valley, 
aud some of tho finest horses and cattlo in 
the Trovinco havo boon imported hero; 
many now settlers have located land this 
summer, and in tho course of a fow years 
you may depend that a largo, permanent 
aud flourishing population will become 
resident in this District. Okanagan. 

AT KAMLOOPS. 
Tho strictures of tho Opposition pross 
(if ono may so dignify tho Standard and 
Herald) upon your report of Mr. Wal- 
kem's oratorical efforts and their result on 
tho occasion of that gentleman's visit to 
this place a low weeks ago, excited ridi- 
culo aud indignation amongst thoso who 
wero present on that "field day." Tho 
roport is universally admitted to havo 
beon moro than fair— lenient to Mr. Wal- 
kom. 

MR. VERNON SPEAKS. 

Previous notice having beon givon, the 
Hon. Mr. Vernon met his constituents 
horo on tho ovoniug of tho 8th inst. Tho 
meeting was held in tho largo, vory largo, 
room of tho Cosmopolitan llotol, and it 
was crowded by tho sturdy and intelligent 
yeomen of this part of tho Electoral Dis- 
trict. Mr. Preston Bennett, was voted to 
tho Chair, and oxpluinod, in a fow woll- 
timed remarks, tho object of the gather- 
ing, concluding by introducing tho Chief 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Vornon at onco camo to his work 
giving a minuto viowof his courso in tho 
Honso and tho policy of the Administra- 
tion of which he is a member. Ho drew 
a graphic pioturo of tho financial policy 
(V) of tho pre 'oding Administration and 
tho roekless and unconstitutional prodig- 
ality thereunder perpetrated, whereby tho 
couHtituoncies wero debauched, the coun- 
try plunged into debt, its credit serious- 
ly impaired, and a legacy of financial em- 
barrasmont boquoathod to tho present Ad- 
ministration. Ho proceeded to rocount 



AND tho steps taking by the Elliott Govern 
ment to oxtrioato the Province from the 
conBequeHces of former misrule, justly 
pointing to tho fact that the credit of tho 
Provinco now stands higher in tho world's 
groat money market than that of any 
othor Province as tho best possible 
ovidonoo of the substantial succoss which 
had crowned their efforts. 

The history of tho Graving Dook was 
torsoly sketched, showing that tho Wal- 
kem administration, having hit upon the 
novol oxpedient of expending ton thou- 
sand dollars in order to ascertain (what 
a five dollar tolegram would havo ascer- 
tained in a fow hours) whether the Cana- 
dian advance of $250,000 was intended as 
a gift or u loan, had actually oxponded 
about two hundred thousand dollars of 
the poople's monoy, or rathor run tho 
Provinco in debt to that extent, only to 
learn that the advance was not a gift but 
a loan. He also pointod out that tho In- 
porial contribution, announced by Mr. 
Walkom with such allonrish of triumpets, 
was so weighted with conditions as to ren 
dor it of questionable -utility. 

Bocapitulatiug tho history of our In- 
dian difficulty, tho hou. gentleman show- 
od most conclusively that tho equivocat- 
ng aud unstatesmanlike course pursued 
by his predecessor in office had entailed 
all tho trouble, unrost and expense 
npou tho country; and he ex- 
plained how the presont Admin- 
istration havo ondeavorad and are 
endeavoring to effoot a material curtail- 
ment of tho exponso involved by tho pre- 
sent mode of Indian land adjustment. 

Coming to his owu particular dopart- 
rnout, ho adverted to the serious difficul- 
ties arising out of former recklessness 
and inoompelouoy, and cited iustaucos 
proving tho grossest mismanagomont and 
most culpablo squandering of tho public 
money. Ho next roforrad to two grounds 
of complaint which had roached his oars, 
tho non-answering of certain communica- 
tions addressed to the department and al- 
leged undue leuienoy towards tbo con- 
tractors for tho Kamloops-Nicola road. 
Respecting tho fornior, bo said that tho 
nmount of correspondence carried on by 
his department was vory great consider- 
ing the number of clorks onlployed, 
something over throo thousand letters bn- 
ing seat out in the courso of tho year; 
but if there had boon any negligonco in 
the matter of replying to letters he very 
much rogrotted it. He would not, how 
ever, soek to put the blamo on his subor- 
dinates, but would ussnme the whole re- 
sponsibility himsolf. On returning homo 
ho would have tho inattor thoroughly in- 
vestigated with a view to prevontiug a re- 
curronoe. 

Mr. Vernon concluded a vory candid 
and convincing spoech by expressing tho 
hope that if anyone present had any ques- 
tions to ask or fault to find they would 
avail themselves of that opportunity, and 
resumed his seat amid loud and prolong- 
ed applause. 

. Mr. Tait asked why any mercy bad 
been shown contractors or thoir sureties. 

Mr. Vernon roplied, in effect, that so 
long as contractors aro making an earnest 
and honotit effort to fulfil their contracts 
he thought it was only right that reason- 
able timo should bo givon. Under such 
circumstances ho did not conceive it to 
bo the duty of tho Government to push 
thorn to the wall, so long as tho public in- 
terest wero properly protoctod. In the 
cases now particularly referred to a rea- 
sonable extension of timo hud beon given 
which ho considered quite justifiable un- 
dor the circumstances. 

MR. MARA SPEAKS. 

Mr. J. A. Mara, senior membor for the 
district, having baen loudly called for, 
delivered himself of a speech which would 
havo dono credit to a politician of longor 
experience and greator protonsions; but 
considerations of space forbid any at- 
tempt at giving even an epitomo. Suffice 
it to say that for nearly an hour ho con- 
tinued to pour rod-hot grapo shot into 
tho ranks of tho Opposition, and it was 
matter for regret that tho leader of tho 
Opposition or some "foem;n worthy of 
his steel" was not present to receive the 
withering fire. In tho courso of bis re- 
marks ho romindod Mr. Tait that he 
(Mr. Tait) was himself surety for ono of 
thoso to whom tho Government had 
shown morcy; and had tho merciless 
principle ho (Mr. Tait) now advocatod 
boon applied iu that casj, both contrac- 
tor and surety must inevitably havo gone 
to tho wall. This olicitod loud applause 
aud provoked much laughter. 

Mr. Mara's speooh was a most ablo vin- 
dication of the present administration, and 
ho was applaudod throughout and long 
aftor ho had concluded speaking. 

MR. DiRNARD SPEAKS. 

Mr. F. J. Barnard, having boon loudly 
called for, delivered a ringing speooh in 
vindication of tho present Government 
and in condemnation of tho former one, 
in tho courso of which he ropeatodly 
"brought down tho house" with his happy 
hits and pungent home turustB. 

Aftor somo desultory romarks,Mr. G. B. 
Martin-moved, with a fow appropriate ob- 
servaaons, a resolution expressing con- 
tinued confidence in Mr. Vornon and in tho 
administration of which ho is a membor. 

Mr. Duck, another prominent sottler, 
seconded tho resolution, which, being 
put from tho chair, was carried without 
a single dissenting voico. 

Mil. UEWDNEY SPEAKS. 

Loud calls brought tho Federal mem" 
bor to his foot. He alluded to tho rail" 
way prospects, which ho considered good > 
to tho relative strength of political parties 
in tho Dominion, to his owu courso as 
member for the Yalo District, aud he in- 
formed tho electors that ho intendod again 
soliciting their suffrages, conoluding a 
very sensible and moderato speech with a 
fow remarks complimentary to tho pres- 
ont local admiuist'-ation. 

The customary voto of thanks to tho 
Chairman brought to a conclusion ono of 
tho largest and most enthusiastic and har- 
monious publio meetings over hold in 
this part of tho Provinco. 

PUBLIO DINNER. 

On Friday ovoning Mr. Vornon was on- 
tertained at a banquet givon to him by 
his constituents congregntod horc. The 
dinner, ono quite equal to your avorage 
Victoria ones, was also iu tho Cosmopoli- 
tan Hotol; aud it certainly did credit to 
tho enterprising proprietors, Messrs. 
Spellman ,fe Peterson. There worocovors 
for fifty, and it was afterwards ascertained 
that a considerable number failed to gain 
ingress. Amongst thoso presont tho fol- 
lowing may bo named: Mr. P. Bennett, 
Chairman; Mr. G. B. Martin, Vieo-Ohair- 
man, Guests— Hon. F. G. Vernon, E.
